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I Rabies Control 
* Riles Are Given 


Austin, May 6 - Rabies is in­ 
creasing in prevalence in many 
parts of Texas, although it may 
be controlled and even could be 
exterminated by intelligent mea­ 
sures, according to records of the 
State Health Department. Unfor- 
ti lately it has been the pactlce 
to wait to apply control measures 
until the disease is wide spread 
The dog Is the chief source of 
rabies infection in man, but all j 
warm blooded animals are sus­ 
ceptible. 
Contrary 
to 
a 
wide 
spread belief, rabies is not a warm 
weather disease. It occurs Just as 
frequently in the cold months. 
The most logical procedure 
in I 
the control of rabies would be to 
vaccinate all dogs. Where this is 
Impossible the stray dog should 
immediately be 
impounded, 
for 
the stray dog is chiefly responsi­ 
ble for the spread of rabies. 
Public 
health 
authorities 
are 
handicapped in their fight against 
the spread of rabies because rab- ' 
ics in humans occurs only infre­ 
quently. However, it must be re­ 
membered that rabies is 100 per 
j^pent fatal once the disease has 
developed. Treatment Is only pre­ 
ventive and must be taken in 
time. 
Do not kill the dog that is be­ 
having strangely or immediately 
after it lias bitten some one. The 
animal should be captured and 
I kept under observation for ten 
days to determine whether it has 
rabies or not. The confinement 
should be amply secure, for a dog 
in the frenzy of furious rabies 
requires a much stronger collar 
and chain or enclosure than a 
non-rabid dog.

Con­ 
sequently bites on the face are 
the most dangerous and im m uni­ 
zation m ust be started at once. 
It is possible to control rabies, 
but. owing to the large territory 
included in Texas, it will take 
extra efforts on the part of pub­ 
lic health workers and the co­ 
operation of the people of each 
town and county to carry on an 
educational program for this con­ 
trol.

TO STOP MALARIA

Austin, May 26—A marked sav­ 
ing in human lives ana improved 
health conditions may be obtain­ 
ed in large measure by an educa­ 
tional program for the control of 
the mosquito, suggests Dr. John 
W. Brown, State Health Officer. 
“Malaria is transmitted to hu­ 
mans,” he said, “by the bite of 
the 
Anopheles 
mosquito. 
This 
mosquito 
acquires 
the 
malaria 
parasites by biting a person who 
has these parasites in his blood. 
She «it is the female who trans­ 
mits this disease) then bites a 
well person. The parasites enter 
the blood, grow, and multiply 
there. Poisons arc formed and 
carried in the blood stream to all 
parts of the body. The person bit­

Says Death Toll 
From Flies Heavy 


Austin, May 19—Thousands of 
children and adults die every year 
from diseases carried by the fly. 
Typhoid fever, tuberculosis, sum­ 
mer complaint, cholera, intesti­ 
nal diseases, and frequently death 
follow closely In the trail of the 
common house fly. 
“The control of the fly menace 
comes at the top of the list of 
necessary public health measures 
which should be applied by every 
city and community in the State’’ 
urges Dr. John W. Brown. State 
Health Officer. 
“The most effective measure for 
control is to prevent breeding,” 
he said. “Plies breed in filth, and 
about eight days are required to 
complete a life cycle. During her 
life time of several months, one 
house fly lays from 600 to 1000 
eggs. Thus it can easily be wen

round-ups 
of 
Centennial Year in Texas, is the 
summer round-up of the children 
wiio will enter school next fall. 
The Bummer Round-Up of the 
children is the major health pro­ 
ject of the National Congress of 
Parents and Teachers, 
The local parent-teacher group 
oi each community endeavors to 
have parents who have children 
ready to enter school npxt fall, 
take these children to their fam ­ 
ily physician for a physical ex­ 
amination so that any defects 
they might have may be correct­ 
ed during the summer months. 
It takes the special knowledge 
which a physician has acquired 
to discover and remove any phy­ 
sical or mental handicap which 
threatens a child's weU-belng. A 
fall chcek-up is made of these 
snmo children, with the result 
that the child entering school for 
the first time may be as free 
from physical and mental handi­ 
caps as possible. 
It is a most essential factor 
in the life of each child that he 
be free from all physical defects 
in order that he may do his best 
v/ork when in school. The child 
has been allowed to play most of 
his time until he comes of school 
age, so it is most important that 
all handicaps be removed when 
he is asked to take up that part 
of his career which has to do 
with his mental training. The 
child who does not hear or see 
well would not be able to get the 
same benefits from his school 
work as the child who does not 
have these handicaps 
Each 
child 
entering 
school 
should be immunized against dip­ 
htheria and smallpox. 
As the child begins to mingle 
with numbers of other children, 
it is also necessary that he be in­ 
structed as to personal cleanli­ 
ness, and a healthy attitude to­ 
ward his schoolmates. The child’s 
personal health habits control to 
a large degree the spread of com­ 
municable diseases in the school. 
The health and well-being of 
our nation rests upon the oppor­ 
tunities given the childf en of 
today.

Remember, you 
can cash them today, tomorrow, 
or any time you wish between 
now and 1945» at which time they 
must be cashed—so don’t think 
you are compelled to cash them 
immediately.
